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A Letter to both Houſes in Parliament, on the 
Subjett of their preſent Proceedings againſt 
the. Roman Catbolicks of England. 


May it pleaſe Yowr Loraſhips, and You Gentlemen of 


the Houſe of Commmons, 


Know the multitude of your affaires, and therefore 
this Interuption ſhall be no longer then ſceemeth 
neceſſary. 

I hope that ſince by permiſſion of Authority, Oates 
(the preſent Infamy of our Countrey) has taken on him 
the office of Councellor, or rather T tor to his Majeſty 
in the late publication, of his Fantaſtick Depoktions, 
It will not be needful to Appologize for this title Ad- 
wonitory Addreſs unto you. | 

I cnfefs you now receive it from one ſingle hand 
but you muſt likewiſe be aſſured that it is the voice of 
the wohole Criſtian World, which becauſe you ſtifle 
and ſuppreſs it in England, by moſt ſevere Penalties, 
your beſt Friends are obliged to impart it unto you 
from beyond Sea. 

You have raiſed a moſt violent Perſecution againſt . 
the Roman Catholicks: you have thrown many wor- 
thy Gentlemen into Goales, and conftrai.ied others te 
=_ their Native Countrey , you have taken away. the 

ives of ſeveral honeſt Men, as well by ſtrit and un» 
charitable Impriſonments, as by pretence of Juſtice 
and form of Law, you have afperſed the cleer:t and 
moſt unblemiſhed Reputations with the ſowleſt Rainesy 
you have dreadfully Allarm'd, and inflamed t e Pco- 
ple, and in a moment chavged a ſteady and fruitful 
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Feace into moſt rc(tleſs and waſting diftrations. And 
all this under colour of a Helliſh Flor, that was contr1i- 
ved, and is ftill carryed on againſt his Majeſties Life. 
This you fay is dilcovered to you by Tits Oates, and 
Williams Bedloe, and on their Teſtimony you have pro- 
ceeded to {o much oppreſſion and blood. And all this 
while you are not ignorant, what reputation your m- 
formers have, (viz) That they are men who by Chears, 
Robbers, and Perjumes, had long fince, loſt all manner 
of Credit. And at this time were grown ſo indigent, 
that perhaps their wants had been a Temptation ſtrong 
enough to better Conlciences for fuch an advantage- 
ous forgery. You know likewiſe that as their former 
faſe-hoods, and Perjaries were notorious, ſo even their 
prielent onesare manifeſt ; And this not only by clouds 
of Witnefſes, both Cathalicxs, and Proteftants, which 
no:withſtanding the care taken to prevent it by baniſh- 
ing the one, and frightning the other, do yet appear a- 
Sainft them. But allo ( beſides other abſurdities ) by 
plain diſagreements, & palpable contradiftions in their - 
own evidence. You know how differently this preten- 
ded Information hath bin given, and how Protexs like 
it hath changed it's ſhape, being one thing before the 
Privy-council, another before you, a third before the 
Judges. You know how many grols failings have bin 
obſerved ir. it z Not only by his AMzjeffy, but by many 
of your ſelves. You know that the beft of your two 
Houſes Voted tho Queer Innocent of ſuch crimes as 
theſe two Villaines were not afraid to ſwear againſt her 
which was no other in effeR, then to declare the accu- 
fation, a Perjury ; you know that the King himſelf 
who is the moſt concern'd, and has had the beſt oppor- 
tunities of Examining this mock diſcovery, openly lau- 
ghsatit You know what Proreſd.ations of Ianocency , 
your humble ViRimes haye all hitherto made at their 
| Deaths ; 
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Deaths; which (becaule youthink few hearts hard e- 
nough to reſiſt ſo moving and convincing a Proof) all 
your Narratives of their Executions conceale, and 
your ordinary diſcourſes find out ſuch pitiful Evalions, 
rbat eveniam aſhamed to mention them, for how car 
any one believe, that Catholicks have Ciſpcnfations to 
Atteſt lies(even to the profelling themſelves Prote/tarts 
as was faid in Bury's cafe ) at their going out of the 
World, and being ready to appear defore the dread- 
ful and moſt exat Tribunal of Almighty God ; when 
every body knows that in all ages ſince your re forma- 
tion, lome of them have loſt their Imployments, ſome 
their eſtates: otherstheir Lives; for not taking your 
Oathes and Teſts, which ſuch Diſpenſations as you 
ſpeak of, would have made moſt caly for them to do, 
and conſequently have fruſtrated the effeR of the pe- 
nal Laws, and thelter'd them from the numerous and 
heavy perſecutions, which from time to time, have hin 
and are at'preſent, moſt thickly ſhowred upon them ; 
laſtly you cannot but ſee how highly Improbable ir is, 
that there ſhould have bin an Army of Forty or Fifty 
Thouſand Confpirators in readineſs, and yet on this dif- 
covery no other ſign or evidence ſhould appear of ſo 
great a thing, but the bare Aﬀertion of one or two in- 
famous Rogues ; and you your lelves lo ſenſible hereof, 
that though on the account of a Plot you kill and ſlay, 
yet you leem fo far diſſitished with any evidence yon 
have of it hitherto, as ſtill ro keep Faſts, and days of 
Humiliations, that God would help'you to diſcover it 
farther,and what (I preſume) you hold the moſt effica- 
tious way of augmenting the number of your diſcove- 
ries, you areready to free any Raſcal out of the vileſ 
prifon,who has wit enough to frame a little Tale on this 
SubjeR, Adding reward to his Liberty ; and from be- 
acath a Begger, raſing him to the Pore and Equipage - 
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&{ a Lord. What ſhall I ſay of all this, or rather what 
goes the whole World lay of it. But that you feem at 
once to have loſt all Prudence, Honeſty, and th ame, 
there being nothing more /mprudent, then thus by coun- 
tenancing Perjury and falſs-hood, to encourage the 
[ke (when occaſion ſhall give way) againſt your lelves. 
Nothing more unjuſt then by form of Juſtice to wrong 
the Innocent. And laſtly nothing more ſhameleſs, then 
to att the moſt Ridiculous, Barbarous crueltits, on the 
Theater of the World, and in the view of all mankind 
are you not afraid, that not only Chriſtians for your vio- 
lenceto Chriftiamty,but even Turks, and Jnfidels, will 
unite againſt you, as the common enemy of humane 
Nature, and if your Pride lift you above thoſe feares 
are you not at lcaſt apprehenſive of Divine vengeance ? 
have you fo ſoon forgot, in how many milcries and 
what ſtrange Confuſions, our poor Nation was over 
whel'ad, by heats far lefs then theſe ? God Almighty 
cis true, as ſtrangely retored us back our. Quiet and 
tranquility. But when he Goes any fuch favour, as well 
to Nations as to particular perſons, he always adds 
a Nolt awmplins peccare, &c. Sinno more, leaſt a worſe 
thing happen unto thee. We are now begining to «fin 
again, and if we hold on the Courſe, what can we ex- 
pet that this worle thing which is to come upon us 
ſhould be but even the total ruine of our Countrey, 
and the extirpation of ourpeople ? I confels that ſome 
of you are {o Ingenious as to acknowledge that the Ac- 
cuſations againſt us are meer calumnies, and Improba- 
ble falls hoods, but ſay you, we have need of them, 
what hath need of them, your property or your Re- 
kgion? You will not ſay the firſt (becauſe ſuppoſing 
thoſe dangers real which ſome treacherouſly, feign and 
others as incon\ideratcly fear ) you ought to have fo 
much (not to lay of Chriſtianity ) but Gentility in you 

as 
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as to uſe forgery, as little for the preſerving, as you 
would for the procuring an eſtate, and then certainly 
you will ea'ily grant, that Religion muſt have leſs to 
co with any ſuch ting fince for it to Rad in nced of 
Lies for its ſupport and maintenance is a ſtrong cvi- 
dence that it proceeds from the Father o' them, and is 
it telf a moſt dangerous Impoſtor. Bur the ſulterers 
are Prieſts, or at leaſt *Pap!/ts, and though Innocent of 
the C1imes obje-tcd tothem, yet the Pr.cſt-hood of the 
one being Treaſon, and the Religion of the other (-if 
not in Law yet in our opinion) as Criminal, we for our 
parts cannot think but that they are wronged when 
(though on another ſcore) they are put to death, ſuch 
fancies as thele are nothing cl{z but flights, and artifices 
ol our tubtil Adverlary, wherewith he endeavours to 
quiet that remorſe of c onſcience winch commonly is 
tel, at the entrance of its wickednels. My dclign is 
not to inſiſt onthe defence of our Religion : How cver 
give me lcave to propole in ſew words to your conlide- 
ration, how inconfiftent it is with your profcfhen and 
how unwarrantable by your own Principles to perte- 
cute on that account, pray refled en this Dilemma, Ci- 
ther God Almighty hath left us ſome living guide, or 
guides, here on Earth, for the imerpreting holy writ, 
and direfting 0s inall other points of Religion, and 
under pain ef Damnation, hath obliged us to follow 
the lame, or elſe be bath-lefr this task to cach of us 
ia particular, imparting, to 'us the authority of being 
our own guides, and frecing us from all neceibty of 
:ubmiſſion to any other. The Proteftants will deny the 
former, not only becauſe in order to their pretended 
Reformation, they afſumed 2 Liberty (as every body 
knows) melt oppoſi to the obligation of being guded 
by others, but becaulc on:the 1ame account they were 
forced, to aflert that no guides on-carth could be od. 
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lible, and conſequently, there could be none whom 
God had indifpentably obliged us to obey : It being 
impoſſible God thould bind us to an obedience,which 
might poſſibly (our Director being fallible) engage us 
in error, and prove the caule of our [ternal Damaa- 
tion It follows then that they muſt maintain the latter, 
v14, that (as Proteſtants ſay) we are not bound to pin 
our Faith on anothers ſleeve,But impoured by God Al- 
mighty to guide our telves : do you not perceive that 
in men of your Principles, there is not the leaſt excuſe 
for penalties on Religian * What arcDifſenters in Re- 
li9:0n guilty of, but of preſuming to guide themſelves, 
and follow their own conſciences, which you confeſs is 
nothing elſe, but what they are authorized to do by 
God himſelt : So that really when you puniſh for Reli- 
gion, you {ec to deal no better with God Almighty, 
than often you do with his Majeſty, when cver in 
his preſence you corre that in his Miniſters, which 
you know is done not only by his approbation, but 
Command. I know not what Arts you may uſe to 
lefſen Monarchy here on earth: But,l hope you will 
allow, the King of Heaven to be abſolute. But 
after all, if you think, that their Religion deſerves 
death; in Gods name let them dye for it ; they own 
their Religion, and you may eaſe your ſelves of 
Mr. Oates and Mr. Bedloe;, and cry out with Cas- 
phas, what need have we of further Witneſſes? It 
is not lawtul, for you to murther their Reputations, 
alſo, by traducing thoſe who have no other Crime, 
but their Faith ; as Incendiaries and Traitors. And 
though I ſhould grant you, (contrary to what your 
ſelves believe) that they have deſerved all this, and 
what ever elſe they ſuffer : It does not follow, that 
therefore it is lawful, for you to procure the puniſh- 
ment of their Crimes, by committing others. 1 —_— 
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that many of you would Sc to take a falſe Oath 
againſt them ; and am confident that none of you 
would declare it fawful fo to do. Now that other 0- 
piate for conlcience of pleaſing your ſelves : that the 
wholewweight of Perjury lieth on Oates & Bedloe, is as 
trivilous and weak an exCule, as what I kave already 
men:ioned. Are you not taught by reaton,and the com- 
monProverb, That the Concealer is as bad as theTheif? 
Whotoever byeth ſtolen goods, knewing them to be 
luch,or conceals the Felon,involves himiclit in theThefr, 
Tis true,the Knights of the Poſt, are Oates C# Bealre : 
But you both pvrchale the falſe Oathcs,and prote*t the 
Swearers.And | believe in the laſt Cay (tor as much as 
concerns this matter )[t will be more tolerable for Oare. 
> Bedlee, than for you; lince your Crime feems to'be 
the ſame with theirs; yet their extream want, and 
moſt deſperate neceſſity, was a greater temptation, 
than any thing could be to you, who had no wants, but 
what your groundleſs apprehenfions framed to your 
elves. Nay, more than this, ſetting alide Mr Oates, 
you not only are thoſe who countenance, but alſo have 
drawn on the reſt; laying baits for them, and with 
large promiles, and as effetual performances, even 
forcing them to come to your Lure, and this to ſuch a 
degree that ing ogg, om rewards : A falſe Oath 
began to ſeem the moſt important peice of ſervice, 
which we could do .for our Country. Some of you 
ſay, tis true, you do not believe all that Oates & Bed- 
loe tell you, v:x. the deſign of killing the King, &c. 
But you cry there is ſome what in it. I beſeech you 
then, let not , what is not in it be puniſhed, but what 
is, and when it appears by better Witneſſes than O«res 
& Bedloe, (incecither all is true, that they ſwear, or 
nothing can be gueſſed, much leſs credited on their 
Teſtimony. Will you — they ſwear many gre 
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things falſely againſt us: the more eaſily belicve the 
leſs ; whereas ſhould they to your knowledg be guilty 
of Perjury, but in one ſingle point, you ought in Laws 
Conſcience to admit of no pat of their Evidence, but 
abſolutely to reje& the whole: And if fo, 1 preſume 
it will be hard for you to tell me , on what the belicf 
of this ſomewhat you ſpeak of is grounded, unleſs, 
you ſeriouſly conſider thereof. : And then then | am of 
opinion,that you will perceive it to have no other fonn- 
dations fave only, that through prejudice againſt Ro» 
man Catholicks , wherein you have been bred, and 
the hidden dclire which is ſtill nouriſhed in your 
hearts, of finding ſomewhat to reproach them with$and 
-at the ſame time appeaſe theſe doubts which now and 
then perplex you about Religion ; and to latis1c your 
Ceniciences how little necd there is of imbracing one 
{o- troubletom in its ex.rcifte and (as matters £0) 1o 
difadvantageous in. its Protcfiion, by repreſenting ir 
altogether, as unkoly and impious, as it is inconveni- 
ent. They are (1 ſay) your prejudice, and your inte- 
reſt, which ſtrongly (though tor the moſt part imper- 
cextibly) byaſsand incline your minds, to theſe raſh 
Judgments, cauſing you to rake concluſions, for which 
you tave no realonz and: thewing us how true the 
AMaxim is,(whereofyou ought to be aware) wi2.LQued 
volumm facile credimus. 


My Lords and Gertlemen, I treſpaſs on your Pa- 
tience, and almoſt looſe my own : 1 bope you will at- 
tribute to the irregularity of grief, what excels locyer 
this ſhort Dilcourte may be Guilty of. It grieves me 
kere among our Neighbour Nations, to fee our cre- 
dit (hardly yet whole of its late wounds)te bleed afreth 
with ſuch violence, that already it feems paſt cure. It 
grievcs me t0 ice the Son.alinaft (allen into thote _ | 
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which already fo lately were imbrewel in the Blood 
of the Father, and he himlel{ (thanks to thole Papiſts 
younow pretend to conſpire againſt hm) fo narrowly 
eſcaped. And if the view of a Natural Father, being 
in the like peril, canſed a dumb Sonto break his ſilence, 
What wonder is it if the eminent dangersof our Com 
mon Fathers, yea of all our Brethren too, I mean all 
his Subj :&s, ſhould tranſpert one who could ſpeak be- 
fore, lomewhat beyond the ordinary Decorum, and 
Formalities of Cuſtoms ? the ſubſtance is in ſo muck 
hazard, that for the ſaving thereof, tis no great mar- 
ter if a Ceremony be now and then omitted, he were 
not to be blamed, who to fare a drowning Prince, 
ſhould (without Raying to make reverence) readily 
pull him out of the Water by the Arms. 

What ſhall I ſay more ? | hope you will pardon me, 
and look aſter your ſelves : Be pleaſed to panſe a little 
in the midft ofthis furious Carricer (though it be only 
to know how far you can maſter your ſelves) and look 
at leaft whether it is that you are running fo faſt : Say 
to your felves, fet us conſider what the whole World 
is now faying to us? Let us examine how far thele 
loud'exclamations are reafonable ? They who thus cry 
unto us, are men as our felves,and we may be miſtaken 
as well as they. Let us then conſider our own intereſt 
and ſecurity, the honour of our Nation, our Allegi- 
ance to our Prince, and Duty to God Almighty, and 
fee how far they are hurt by this monſtrous Authority 
which two or three Rogues have gotten among? us? 
Let us conſider whether (ſince the Pillorys could not 
free us wholly from the Inconvenience of 'Perjurics, an 
incouragement of them will not creaſe their number 
tothe ruine of our Commonwealth, and moſt defcr- 
vedly of our {elves in particular: And why do we talk 
of Perjuries only, when there is neither Robbery, Sa- 
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-ridedge, Murocr, Firing of Houſes, nor any other 
Crime, (which according to the courſe we take) may 
not now be tecurcly committed, fince all thele things 
, when ever they happen) are laid on the Papiſts. And 
though the Authors ſhould have the ill fortune to be 
ciicovered, it is cnough for them to lay, that ſome Pa- 
pſt ſer them on work, and they are ſo far from puniſh- 
ment, that they are {ure of being rewarded. Nei- 
ther lct it eſcape our thoughts, what it is to ſhed inno- 
cent blood, how deeply ir ſtains, how lowdly it crics, 
and how certainly it is heard; let us allo weigh, whe. 
ther it was that the ambition of a few, and the fooliſh 
credulity ob many l:urryd us by the late Rebellion zand 
whether or no (conlidering the poſture of our Neigh- 
bours) that preſent diſſentions are not hike to have a 
worle end. Let usin ſpight ef paſſion, prej.dice, and 
popular miſtakes, ſet ſtreight once more the ballance 
of Juſtice, afford free and impartial hearing to both 
tides, weighing the quality and credibility, as well as 
the number of Witneſſes, boldly declare what we 
ſhall find on a ſincere enquiry, and in concluſion a 
accordingly. Let thoſe who areany ways moved ci- 
ther by their own {crious refletion, or by this piece 
of paper { which perhaps one-day will be produced a- 
gainft ſome with more Juſtice, then ſeveral Letters 
have of late been urged for the Evidence of a Confpi- 
ration) take courage, God will affit thole who are 
throughly refolved to be honeſt. D.riws threw inno- 
ceat Daniel into the Lions Dn, for fear of thole who 
aid to him, aut tride nobis Danielew, aut inter ficic- 
was te, and yet the next day (Daniels ſafety,moſt pro- 
bably having give-him a greater confidence in God) 
he was not afraid to caſt all thoſe into the Tame Den 
with their Wives and Children,who but the day before 
had terrified him, even to the wronging of his Confci- 
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ence, and deſtroying his beſt Friends, and they who 
then thieatned him, making nim yield unto an impiety 
were conſequently his Maſters, as ſoon as he became 
reſolved todo Juſtice, darcd not ſo much as to ſtir 2 
finger againſt him, 

My Loris and Gen. lemen; there is a certain ſtrength 
in Honeſty, which nothing can vanquiſh. Vertue has 
not any oppoſite, but what is of the nature of the Devil, 
who is ſo ealily overcome, that barely to reſiſt him,(as 
our Lord aſſures us) is to put himto flight. I beſecch the 
ſame L-rd to take away theſe evil and malignant heats, 
which arc amongſt you; and inſtead thereof to inſpire 
you with a zeal for Religion, which fo eſſentially requi- 
reth an exat Juſtice,that in truth tis nothingelſe; and 
therefore you find throughout the Scripture, that Ju- 
ſice or (as you tranſlate) Righteouſneſs and the Ser- 
vice of God, (viz. Religion) are terms equivalent, 
and iſ ſo; Il hope the carneftneſs that I have here ſhewn 
for Juſtice, which is ſo nzceſſary a qualification for one 
of GodsSeryants, willnot cauſe me to ſeem the leſs,

Gentlemen, 

Ince the above written,we are told of ſevcral ſtrange 

Vores lately paſſed your Houſe, wherein(whilt we 
thought that there could be nothing more wonderful 
than what we hadalready heard of you) wherein we are 
made to ſce, that you, at leaſt, can 6utdo your ſelves; 
One of your Votes (want of time, compelling me to 
leave the reſt for another opertunity ) is to this purpoſe, 

That in cafe his Majeſty (which God forbid) ſhould 
come to any violent Death ; you will (at all adven- 
rures)charge the Catholicks with the Treaton, and re- 
venge it on their whole body in Enrlard. , 

I bcſeech you Gentlemen, what ether Comment 
can be made of this Loyal Relult of your Deliberarti- 
ons; but that in effe& ir is fo ſecure any one who is not 
Papilt, to kill the King; by rclling him before hand, 
that his Crime ſhall be laid on others : and the world 
is of opinion, (which God in his mercy prevent) by 
this Vote ſome of you deſign nothing elſe, but to make 
the way eaſier to thatabominable Fat, which you pre- 
rend to hinder, and alſo to prepare and teach the Peo- 
ple how to reſent it, when it is done : I muſt confeſs - 
that your Vote would have been juſt enough, had none 
but Papiſts been capable of fuch a Villany. And had 
all the Proteftants,quitting the claim of being infallible 
in their general body, made themſelves impeccable in 
their particuler Perſons, or had it been neceſſary, that 
wharfoever ſome one or more of Papiſts ſhould att ; 
their whole Communion ſhould have contrived 
or approved ; But the Cale is quite different: we 
have {cen by expericace, that in England, the Catbo- 
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licks are la far from being the only Enemies to the life

not only alive, but ia Voge and Authority, and fo 
many more 0! their Sors, who have Cor ble portions of 
their Fathers Spirits. How many over-t eated /respyte- 
rrans Fift-Menarchy merand other Fix.t:chs are there 
in Englard , who have conveniences fit enough forfuch 
anexploit ; and with wreſting a Text or two in Scrip- 
ture, are able to perform ten times more, than what 
you pretend the P.:p;{ts do with Diſpenlations from the 
Pope? You may perceive by the late Barbarous Mur- 
ther of your Primate of Scotland, what regard they 
haie to your molt Sacred Dignities. And here give 
me [cave to tell you, thatit is more than highly proba- 
e, that-the'e $cor15ſh Golpel Branches were encoura- 
ed to {uch a horrid Fats. by thepreſent Made (:wehich 
proceeded yourYote) of caſing 8ll things ff 4his natbre 
on the Papits ;, ard 1 know not but exe now,they may 
have found a trick, of $hrowing this alſo upon their 
ſhoulders, ia imitation of what .was moſt- inhuwanly 
done, on the accident gf hiftice Gegfrer's Dar uhere 
in they not only loſt the benefit of a very good friend, 
but were ſuppoled malt uareeforablyg-and withont the 
ſcaſt hope of,or their advantage to have murthered him 
themſelves. Vhecaa spprebend, that the whole Bo- 
dy

dy of Cxtholicks who are in Jeopardy of having their 
roats cut, on every leſs murder that ug v'd 
contrive ,or agree to ſuch an attempt "bg his Meje- 
ity, which ſhould jt come to paſs, by unknown Authors, 
would (whatever you are pleaſed tonote.) expole them 
to the danger of being torn in pieces by the Rabdle; 
which is truly to be feared, is that ſome, ex vob ipſts, 
infeted with the Old Itch, as well of Plunder as of 
Domineering, ſhould uſe meanes (clpecially, ſhould 
your claim to omnipotency, urge you to think of difin- 
heriting the Heir apparent) to affaſſinate the King, 
and thereupou maſſacre and ſpoil the Papiſts, and then 
ſet up their beloved Twins, Pre/Eyteryand a Common 
wealth,wherein (if God interpoſeth not) you will effe. 
Aually accompliſh,what you fallely pretended, the Ca- 
thalicks heve defigned,vi/z.the Murther of the King,the 
Change of the Gevernmnet, and the Subverſion of the
